He Died of What He Didn't Have 


Not long ago, during the summer sea- 
son when families are planning good 
times and vacations as a release from 

pemmemmeees §=9\vork and care, a man 
§ in San Francisco sud- 
denly shot himself. 
He had money; he 
owned a_ prominent 
night club in the city; 
he bought and sold 
hotels; and he was 
just completing nego- 
tiations for the South- 
: ern California man- 
sion of a former movie idol. He had no 
special disappointments or frustrations. 
It looked as though, so far as natural 
things are concerned, that the world was 
good to him. He shot himself; and though 
he had all the care that medical skill 
could give him, his life could not be 
saved. All this — because he had been 
sick a short while and thought he had 
cancer. But when the autopsy was per- 
formed, as must be done in suicide cases, 
there was no trace of what he feared. It 
wasnt there. 


How often we suffer from what isn't 
there. We dread what never comes. And 
with that we kill the poise of spirit and 
strength of soul that would hold us 
through the exigencies that come to 
every life, missing the opportunity to 
live in victory both for our own good and 
for the testimony we bear. 

“He cannot deny himself,” says the 
Word (2 Tim. 2:13). In the proportion 
that we have Christ within, we have a 
testimony for Him; He cannot deny Him- 
self. He brings sunshine in shadow, peace 


in the midst of storm, sight to the blind, 
strength to the weak, life in the midst of 
death, and He turns the water of flavor- 
less living in to the wine of purpose and 
joy through His presence. 

As He spoke to questioning and fal- 
tering disciples, He still speaks to the 
soul that listens for the still small voice 
of His Spirit, “Fear not.” What is around 
the corner of tomorrow we do not know. 
But we do know Him who knows the 
end from the beginning. The child of 
God need not die the thousand deaths of 
fear or dread, but knowing Him in whom 
he has believed, he is persuaded that He 
is able to keep that which he has com- 
mitted unto Him against that day (2 Tim. 
1:12). M. M.

W. Roy Stewart, in

tianity. It is the guide of the pilgrim in 
his journey through life to glory. It is 
the chart and the compass of the mariner 
cast upon life’s sea. lt shows the way to 


the harbor called Haven of Rest. The 
bible tells us about life hereafter, Who 
‘is there who is not interested in our fu- 
ture sphere of existence? Man has spec- 
ulated upoy the future existence and has 
developed his philosophies concerning 
it.

In his 
picturesque language he described what 
many millions of people feel when they 
read the Word of God. 

_ Men of science, men of statesmanship, 
poets, philosophers, artists, historians, 
-and uncounted millions of the rest of us 
have found the power of this Holy Book. 
It has sustained the aged in their de- 
clining years; its promises have comfort- 
ed the widow's heart; its promises have 
helped bring cheer to the despairing. And 
it goes on from century to century bring- 
ing words of help and comfort to men of 
all races throughout the world. 

_ Weare told that the Hindus are taught 
in their sacred writings that the earth 
rests on the back of an elephant and 
when the elephant moves the result is an 
earthquake. We are not left to such spec- 
ulations when we turn to the book of 
God. What a contrast to read, “In the 
beginning God created the heavens and 
the earth.” There is something final and 
satisfying about the statements of our 
Holy Bible. It is a notable fact that the 
most Godly and the most holy people 
have loved the Bible most. The licen- 
tious and the evil have little or no use 
for it. It condemns their way of living. 
There is no book like it in all the millions 
of books that have been published. There 
is not a single moral precept in possess- 
ion of the human race that is not to be 
found in the pages of this book of God. 
In the Bible nothine but truth is found. 
In other writings there is frequently

truth mixed with error. Aristotle has 
many good things to say about benevo- 
lence and duty, but he urged upon the 
state the duty of throwing unfit infants 
te the wild beasts. He was also a believer 
in community wives. Marcus Aurelius 
had much to say regarding gratitude 
and justice, but he also believed that 
it was all right to feed people to the 
lions for no other ofttense except that 
they were Christians. Confucious had 
something to say regarding a man’s duty 
to his brother. However, he taught that 
a lie was justifiable under certain circum- 
stances, 

The Bible contains not only truth, but 
truth only. It was Lacke who said, “It 
has God tor its author, salvation tor its 
name, and the truth without mixture ot 
error tor its matter.” The story is told ot 
a young member of Parliament who was 
at the same house as Carlyle. He sup- 
posed Carlyle an unbeliever like himseir, 
and made some light remarks regarding 
the Bible and Christianity. Carlyle re- 
plied, “Young man, | recommend you to 
retire to your chamber without delay, 
there to open your Bible, to go upon 
your knees betore God, to ask for a 
better understanding of these matters, 
and not to rise until your prayer is an- 
swered. I believe you will tind yourselt 
then a happier and wiser man.’ Many 
today think lightly of the Bible are those 
who do not read the book itself. There 
are men who, like the late William Lyon 
Phelps of Yale University, feel that no 
one can be adequately educated with- 
out having a knowledge of the Word ot 
God. 

There are islands where once blood- 
thirsty cannibals lived and where the 
heads of their fellow men were not safe; 
and yet today you can visit those same 
islands in perfect safety. These former 
cannibals are converts to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The message of the Word ot God 
found a place in their hearts and chang- 
ed them into civilized men. Such a 
change in life can be attributed to the 
power of the Word of God. 

It is the Bible that reveals to us a 
Saviour, Christ the Lord. It is the Bible 
which reveals to us the blackness of sin 
and the possibility of attaining forgive- 
ness. It is the Bible which points us to 
the cross as the only means of salvation, 
and it is the Bible which teaches us how 
to live our lives for the Lord Jesus Christ. 
This Book lifts man from the lowest 
depths of sin to the highest heights of 
spiritual blessing. The Book turns man 


from the power of Satan to the power 
of God, from darkness to light, from 
bondage to liberty, from sin to right- 
eousness, and from hell to heaven. 
Queen Victoria stated that the Bible 
was the secret of England’s greatness. It 
was upon the principles of the Word of 
God that our country was founded. 
Where the Bible goes civilization fol- 
lows. Where the Bible is read and 
preached and respected and loved, there 


you may expect to find rule, order, and 

decency. And it may be said that in 

direct ration as we depart from the Word 

ot God so we depart from the greatest 

civilizing influence in the world today. 
A land without a Bible is a land of dark- 

ness indeed. And how great is that dark- 

ness! Wherever the Bible has been re-~ 
pudiated or its circulation hindered or 

prohibited, there has followed a disinte- 

gration of the moral life of that people 
so deprived of the Word of God. 

It is interesting to note that in the list 
of books which one would choose should 
he be shipwrecked upon a desert island, 
invariably the Bible is included. I need 
not dwell for long on the place that the 
Bible has had in English and American 
literature. It was Ruskin who said, “I 
owe to the Bible the best part of my taste 
in literature.” 

We are told that in Shakespeare there 
are 187 quotations from the Bible and 
551 allusions to it. In Tennyson there 
are 400 references to the Old Testament. 
In Browning it is said that more than — 
500 allusions to the Word of God may be 
found. Some of the greatest musical 
masterpieces of the world found their 
source and inspiration from the stories 
which the Word of God contains. Great 
paintings have for their themes some in- 
stance recorded in the Kord of God. 

Here is a Book that has stood the test 
of the ages. It has never been worn out. 
There has been so great a demand for 
copies of the Scriptures that bookrooms 
and Bible houses all over the country 
have been unable to supply the demand. 

Here is a book that will lead us to 
God. No man has ever read it and been 
worse for the reading, but the exact op- 
posite is always true. It lifts us toward 
God. It is as bread to the hungry soul 
as drink to the man who is athirst. It 
is a book that has endured in spite of 
opposition. It is a book which satisfies 
the heart of man and therefore it has en- 
during value. God’s Word is as unchang- 
ing and invincible as God Himself, 
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The believer is secure. He need have 
no fear of falling, of becoming an apos- 
tate, of ultimately being banished from 
the presence of the Lord, and required 
to spend eternity in the regions of the 
lost. To the convicted jailer who in- 
quired, “What shall I do to be saved?” 
the reply was, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house” (Acts 16:31). Observe that he 
was told to believe, and he was told on 
whom to believe, namely, “the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” There is something here 
that many readers have utterly failed to 
see. The Lord Jesus Christ. Jesus means 
Saviour. “Thou shalt call His name Jesus, 
for He shall save His people from their 
sins’ (Matt. 1:31). To believe on Him 
as Jesus is to believe on Him as Saviour. 


After the Spirit had been outpoured 
at the beginning of this dispensation of 
grace, Peter, under a mighty anointing of 
the Spirit, having just been filled with 
the Holy Ghost, preached to the people 
who, astonished by what had taken 
place, came together in large numbers, 
and in his sermon he said, “Let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, that God 
hath made that same Jesus, whom ye 
have crucified, both Lord and Christ” 
(Acts 2:36). Jesus, then, is not only 
Saviour, but also, Lord and Christ. As 
Lord, He assumes control of our hearts 

and lives, as we believe on Him; and, as 

Christ, He, the Anointed One, puts the 
Spirit upon us, and in us, and thus en- 
ables us to be overcomers in His name, 
and to render the service He would have 
us render. So the careful reader will see 
the far-reaching significance of the 
words, “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” To believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ is more than just 
giving a mental assent to the truth con- 
cerning the Virgin Birth, the manifesta- 
tion of God in the person of Jesus of 
Nazareth, and the efficacy of the atone- 
ment which He made for sinners when 
He died upon the cross. It includes a 
personal acceptance of Him as Saviour, 
and enthronement of Him as Lord upon 
the throne of the heart, and a reception 
of Him as the Anointer, the One through 
whom the Holy Spirit is given. “As many 
as are led by the Spirit of God, they are 
the sons of God” (Rom. 8:14). 


I have said that the believer is secure. 
But a believer is not a believer unless he 
believes. And certainly it is not enough 
that he begin to believe. and afterwards 
cease to believe. The believer must be- 
lieve, and continue to believe. If at any 
time he ceases to believe he who was a 
believer becomes an unbeliever. And it 
is the believer who is secure, not the 
unbeliever. 

I began to live in this world the day I 
was born, and I have been living ever 
since. My heart has continued to beat, 
and I have breathed every day, every 
hour of every day, and every moment of 
every hour. If I had stopped breathing

I should have stopped living. Breathing 
is essential to the continuation of physi- 
cal life, just as believing is essential to 
the continuation of spiritual life. Not far 
from where I live a woman celebrated 
her one hundred and fourth birthday. A 
reported asked her how she had man- 
aged to live so long. She replied, “I just 
kept on breathing; I didn’t stop. If I had 
stepped breathing I should have died.” 
I was amused one day when I read a 
sermon by Father Divine in which he 
said to his followers, “You need not 
die unless you want to. All you have to 
do in order to live on, and on, and on, 
is just to refuse to give up the ghost. No 
man will die, or can die, until he gives up 
the ghost. That is a foregone conclusion. 
Refuse to give up the ghost, and you will 
never die!” An amazing discovery! But 
even Father Divine was unable to tell 
his followers how to refuse to give up the 
ghost. When the time comes for the spirit 
to leave the body it takes its departure, 
and the man who would like to retain 
it may try to so do, but all in vain. “There 
is no man that hath power over the 
spirit to retain the spirit; neither hath he 
power in the day of death: and there is 
no discharge in that war” (Ecc. 8:8). 


The other day the Governor of Texas 
started off for a vacation. He was accom- 
panied by a body guard. He gave in- 
structions to the porter to call him at 
7:30 the next morning. The porter came 
to his berth to call him, and found his 
pajama-clad body stiff in death. He had 
a bodyguard, and the bodyguard was on 
the train with him, but death had crept 
into the car, and into the Governor’s 
berth. The bodyguard had not sensed the 
approach of the unwelcome messenger, 
and would have been helpless had the 
approach of the death-angel been an- 
nounced. 


When death approaches he does not 
ask, “Are you willing to give up the 
ghost?” He simply takes the spirit and is 
gone. The man, whether he was willing 
to die or not, is dead. But while living, 
the man had to breathe, and breathe 
daily and hourly, in order to continue to 
live. God furnishes the lungs, and fur- 
nishes the air, and furnishes the power to 
inhale and exhale that air; and man must 
do what his lungs were made to do in 
order that life may continue. 


What I am endeavoring to emphasize 
is that believing must be continuous. I 
must believe every day, every hour, 
every moment; otherwise I cannot live 
spiritually. In the book of Revelation we 
read of people concerning whom it is 
said that “they overcame him,” that is,

God would have us see that the co- 
operation of man with God is essential 
to the salvation of the soul. God does 
not, and will not, save the soul of any 
man apart from such co-operation. Paul. 
wrote to the Romans, “If thou shalt con-. 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus,’— | 
notice that he said the Lord Jesus,—“and | 
shalt believe in thine heart,’—mark the 
words in thine heart,—“that God hath 
raised Him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. For with the heart man be-. 
lieveth.”"—the Greek word means con-: 
tinuously believeth, — “unto righteous. 
ness, and with the mouth confession is; 
made unto salvation” (Rom. 10:9, 10). | 


I received a letter recently from ea. 
Reman Catholic lady. Her letter indi-: 
cated that she is highly intelligent anc. 
well educated. She informed me that: 
she had been put by somebody on the: 
mailing lists of several non-Catholic ; 
periodicals, among them the Pentecostai 
Evangel. She had been highly pleased 
and profited by much she had read in! 
the Evangel, and, comparing it with an-| 
other of the periodicals that had been) 
coming to her, she stated that “there is; 
as much difference between them as; 
there is between night and day, or, if t] 
may be allowed to use the comparison,, 
between the lightbearer, Lucifer, and 
Jesus, the Light of the world.” She had 
been particularly impressed, she inform- 
ed me, by my article entitled, “The Sanc-} 
tification of the Soul.” She wanted to 
know what I thought of the Catholic 
doctrine that sanctification is a life-long 
affair, that it is a process that is going on 
all the time, and must continue to go on 
until the end of life. In my reply I stated 
that I believe that salvation—and salva- 
tion of course includes sanctification— 
is a life-long affair, that if we are Chris- 
tians we are in the process of being 
saved, just as, if we are not Christians; 
having never been regenerated or born 
again, we are in the process of perishing,| 
or being lost. It may come as a surpris 
to some to be told that the Bible teaches 
that Christians, while here upon earth. 
instead of being saved, are in the pro- 
cess of being saved, and that the process 
will not reach its culmination until deat 
or the coming of the Lord, at which tim: 
it will have reached completion. 


Read what Paul says in 2 Corinthians 
2:14-16, “But thanks be to God, who inj 
Christ always leads us in triumph, andj, 
through us spreads the fragrance of His) 
knowledge everywhere. For we are thél) 
aroma of Christ to God among those whc 
are being saved and among those whcl) 
are perishing, to one a fragrance from} 
death to death, to the other a fragrance 


= 
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from life to life. Who is sufficient for 
‘these things?’ I have quoted from the 
Revised Standard Version. Greek schol- 
ars are a unit in telling us that the Greek 
text justifies us in believing that those 
who are saved are in reality “being 
saved,” and that unsaved sinners “are 
perishing.” Salvation is not complete un- 
til the end of life’s journey is reached, 
and the redeemed soul has entered into 
glory; and the unsaved have not perished 
yet, but are in the process of perishing, 
and will ultimately perish without rem- 
edy unless indeed they call a halt and 
seek and find that salvation made pos- 
sible through faith in Jesus Christ, thus 
becoming indentified with the group 
who “are being saved.” In order to em- 
phasize this thought it was not necessary 
that I quote from the latest version, the 
Revised Standard Version. I might have 
quoted from the Revised Version that 
has been in the hands of the reading 
‘public since 1884. In that version we 
‘read, “For we are a sweet savour, of 
Christ unto God, in them that are being 
‘saved, and in them that are perishing.” 


It will be seen that saints “are being 
saved,” and sinners “are perishing.” Paul” 


exhorts in Philippians 2:12 to “work out 
your own salvation with fear and trem- 
bling,” and in the very next verse adds, 
“for it is God that worketh in you both 
‘to will and to do of His good pleasure.” 
Now, as God is continuously working in 
those who “are being saved,” it is neces- 
sary for them to be continuously co- 
operating with God by working out their 
own salvation with fear and trembling. 
It is quite evident that while salvation is 
wrought for us by God, and it is im- 
possible for any one of us to save him- 
self, this business of salvation is some- 
thing that we can work at under the di- 
vine supervision, and through divine en- 
abling, and that unless we do it, we shall 
never reach the goal and enter into rest, 
having been “made meet for the inheri- 
tance of the saints in light” I like Mof- 
fatt’s rendering, “Work all the more 
strenuously at your salvation with rever- 
ence and trembling, for it is God who in 
His good will enables you to will this 
and to achieve it.” God wills the salva- 
tion of each of us, and we must bring our 
wills into conformity with the will of 
God; in other words, we must will what 
God wills. Thus co-operating with God, 
our salvation which is a process is 
wrought out, and we shall finally enter 
heaven. Paul said at the end of his event- 
ful career for God, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith.” 

So we see that while our salvation is 
wholly dependent upon God, as the sal- 
vation of the sinking swimmer in the 
undertow may be upon the strong arms 
of the lifeguard who has come to rescue 
him from death, he must not resist the 
efforts of God, but must co-operate with 
Him, as it is important the sinking swim- 
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mer co-operate with the lifeguard by 
seizing the rope that may be thrown to 
him, or doing whatever he may be called 
upon to do that his life may be saved. 

In Romans, the 2nd chapter, we read 
that God “will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds: to them who by 
patient continuance in well doing seek 
for glory and honor and immortality, 
eternal life; but unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil.” The 
careful reader will note that, while eter- 
nal life is a gift of God, we are here told 
it is “rendered to them who by patient 
continuance in well doing seek for glory 
and honor and immortality.” 

The believer is secure, eternally se- 
cure, Of course that is as long as he is a 
believer, and he ceases to be a believer 
as soon as he ceases to believe. And to 
believe is to believe with the heart as 
well as the head; and those who thus be- 
lieve act accordingly.

Out of the Depths 


(This message was preached at the C, A. Redwood Bowl on July 11 
by Richard Orchard, and condensed for Glad Tidings.) 


The Scriptural background for this 
message is found in the first three verses 
of the fortieth Psalm: “I waited patiently 
for the Lord, and he inclined unto me, 
and heard my cry. He brought me up 
also out of a horrible pit, out of the miry 
clay, and set my feet upon a rock and 
established my goings. And He hath put 
a new song in my mouth, even praise 
unto our God; many shall see it, and fear 
and shall trust in the Lord.” 

For a year before this experience 
David had lived under a cloud of guilt 
and dark despair. He had committed 
adultery and murder by stealing the wife 
of Uriah the Hittite and having Uriah 
put to death. Both crimes were punish- 
able by death under the law of Moses. 
And though David was king, he found 
himself under a horrible condemnation. 
The law gave him no outlet, no way of 
soul cleansing, no offer of peace for his 
weary soul. Then David cried unto the 
Lord with all of his heart, and a ray of 
peace and mercy came from the throne _ 
of grace into his heart and provided the 
eee ae for this excellent Psalm. It is 
a Psalm of the goodness and love of God.

But Jesus is able and 
willing to put us in the pathway that 
leads home to God and to the heavenly 
home. The thrill of all thrills is to know 
Him, whom to know aright is life eternal. 


TUNED UP. David’s song was 


‘changed after this experience. His guilty 


conscience had robbed him of all his joy 
and no song came forth from his heart 
for the past year. But now he has touch- 
ed God and things are different. He joy- 
fully exclaims, “He hath put a new song 
into my mouth, even praise to our God.” 
The songs of the world do not last. Peo- 
ple are constantly clamoring for new 
songs, and when they come along they 
are popular for a few weeks and then 
the crowd discards them and looks for 
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something else. But the songs of our 
Christian experience such as What a 
Friend We Have in Jesus and The Old 
Rugged Cross and hundreds of others 
will last until Jesus comes again. The 
songs that exalt Christ have life in them. 
Is it any wonder that Mary sang “My 
soul doth magnify the Lord” . . . and 
Moses sang “I will sing unto the Lord 
fo. He hath triumphed gloriously,” and 
Paul and Silas in the dark dungeon with 
their backs bleeding from the cruel 
scourge began to sing “It will be worth 
it all when we see Jesus.” 

No song is quite so sweet-as the song 
set the Lord puts within the human 

eart. 


CAUGHT UP. David did not see this 
feature of our experience as we see it 
today. But our New Testament tells us 
“The Lord Himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” Those who are brought up, stood 
up, set up, and tuned up shall soon be 
caught up; and our experience shall be 
gloriously complete as we shall stand 
before Him. And we shall be like Him, 


for we shall see Him as He is. 


One evening Peter H— knelt at the 
altar and asked the Saviour to save him.

The Life Stream Mystery 


by William L. Suter 


Life is like a stream. Beginning at the 
cradle, it winds its way inevitably to the 
grave as a river flows from its source to 
the sea. Out of eternity comes life, and 
into eternity it flows. 


The largest stretch of this life-stream 
is adulthood. Childhood is merely stages 
where preparation is made for that more 
important part of our lives called adult- 
hood. Someone has rightly said that, in 
a general sense, eee pertaining to 
character-building that does not come 
from heredity comes from environment, 
such as the influence of the home, the 
influence of society and the influence of 
literature. 


From the cradle to the grave we hu- 
mans are needy creatures. We are born 
dependent and remain dependent all 
our lives. The enemies of human life are 
more numerous and more destructive 
than those of any other form of life. Ani- 
mal life begins at birth and ends at death. 
Man is immortal. 

One of the most difficult problems 
which any man faces is himself. When 
we turn our thoughts in upon ourselves, 
we are constrained to cry out with the 
Psalmist, “I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made!” Who can fully understand him- 
self? Man’s physical nature is the most 
complex oganism known to science. The 
spiritual side of man’s makeup is one of 
amazement. 

As we examine ourselves, we find the 
most tragic fact concerning us is sin. We 
have deliberately broken the laws of 
God. We have misused life’s highest 
gifts. In the presence of what we knew 
to be higher, we have chosen the lower. 
It is literally true that “all we like sheep 
have gone astray, we have turned every- 
one to his own way.” 

Our needs are constant. Our body 
cries for food daily. Who can quiet the 
cry for water? Our mind insists on fel- 
lowship with others. And for the most 
part we busy ourselves supplying the 
demands of nature. 

Earnest, devoted, and discerning men 
the world over are racking their brains 
to discover the remedy, and, if possible, 
. apply it, that will set this old world on 
its feet again and turn its face in the 
right direction. There are two agencies 
which are often overlooked, but which 
hold in their grasp the remedy for this 
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maelstrom of evil. 


ARE PARENTS GUILTY? 

The home is God’s earliest and holiest 
school. It is the first institution of His 
planting upon the earth, and is chief in 
all His agencies for bringing His will 
to pass. Good homes make good nations. 
There can be no nation where the home 
is not right. 

To rescue was the voice of yesterday; 
to prevent is the divine whisper of today. 
Mr. Moody said, “If we can save one 
generation we have put the powers of 
darkness out of business. The little child 
Jesus put in the midst so many years 
ago is still in the midst, and if this child 
can be raised as it should be raised our 
troubles will largely pass away.” 

Children are the world’s chief asset. 
The latest born baby is God’s love gift 
to the world, and His rainbow of prom- 
ise. Parents have not done their duty till 
they have firmly fixed in the minds of 
their children the great essentials of the 


Christian faith, and helped them to 


memorize some of the beautiful passages 
of God’s Word. 

Of course, the boys and girls should 
attend church and Sunday school, but 
many of them are not there because 
parents and many church members do 
not attend regularly. Should we not put 
the blame where it belongs? 

A young wife in starting housekeeping, 
so the story goes, took a partly used sack 
of flour back to the grocer and said it 
was not good. When he asked “Why” she 
said, “Its tough; my husband cannot eat 
the biscuits I bake out of it.” She was 
simply putting the blame in the wrong 
place. 

Have you ever thought how like a 
baseball game this life is? As in a base- 
ball game, nobody who “dies on third” 
ever gets marked up in the scoreboard. 
Thousands of boys and girls grow into 
adulthood who “die on third” and never 
score in this life. Low ideals, unclean 
lives, selfish interests take their toll. 

What would be thought of a mother 
who lovingly cared for all her children 
but one, little Johnny. He, with the 
others, would cry daily for the needs of 
his life but his cries were not heeded. 
“Wicked mother”, we should say, and 
vet how many are guilty of neglecting 
the spiritual need of their child. , 


REVALUATION NEEDED | 
The Sunday school is absolutely es- — 
sential. We must have better schools! 
We must have qualified teachers and | 
workers. We must have a revaluation of — 
the Sunday school if we are ever going | 
to accomplish what we should. In 1940 
I sold my home to a friend for $2800. It 
was a beautiful five-room, all modern | 
home. At the time of the sale I was satis- 
fied with the price. Two years later my — 
friend sold that same home for $4600. | 
It was the war, you know. Two more | 
years rolled by and the home was sold- 
again for $5500. The last owner has been _ 
offered $7500. What a fool I was! And | 
vet we are guilty of underestimating the 
value of efficient Sunday schools today. 
Without a vision we perish. | 
A total of 195 days and approximately | 
1200 hours are given to the public school _ 
each year, and this is as it should be, | 
but the school that trains Christian > 
character and teaches Christian princi- 
ples from the Word of God has only 52 
hours during the year to do this. 
Children need Christian homes. Par- 
ents need Christ in their lives for their 
children’s sake as well as for their own. 
Parent and child both need to attend — 
REGULARLY God’s_ house. Parents 
should study child psychology in order 
to properly understand their child at the 
various stages of growth. Good literature 
should be provided. The home, the pub- | 
lic school and the church provide a well 
rounded and essential environment, pro- 
vided they are what they should be. 
Parents should be examples in all things. 
They are the Father's guardian angel. 
The love of parents is next to the» 
love of God. We do love our children, 
though sometimes our judgment is bad. 
But let us remember that the wonderful 
God who gave life to your child ALSO. 
LOVES THE CHILD. It is His greatest 
desire that your child be so taught, 
trained, and led that in the end he may } 
be returned to Him. i] 
Kindly Jesus, please help grown men |} 
and women to be children in_ their: 
thoughts of Thee, and of their accept- - 
ance of Thy grace for their lives, and

This is what Glad Tidings Bible Institute offers 
the students and why. This account was asked that it might give a bird’s eye view 
of the courses of study through the three years of work for a diploma and in prep- 
aration for the service of spreading the Full Gospel message. This is a picture of 
what the program would be for one studying for the ministry, or for one majoring 
in the field of Christian education, or what one would receive in the field of 


sacred music.) 


The Bible Institute’s specialty is THE 


: BIBLE, and teachers in the Bible Insti- 


tute should have one specialty-THE 
BIBLE. To me other subjects apart from 
strictly Bible study ought to be designed 
for more effective study of the Bible or 
a more effective presentation of the 
Bible. In Glad Tidings we offer English 
courses designed to prevent our gradu- 


ates from butchering the king’s English 


in presenting the Word of God. Six hours 


in English Grammar are offered; four 


hours in English Composition, which 


gives practice in writing of themes and 
includes word study; four hours in a 


Survey of Literature, which brings the 


student to read and discuss the writings 
of men outstanding in their style of pre- 


_ senting spiritual truths; two hours in 


—— 


Christian Journalism, which, is a course 


in analyzing writings in Christian pub- 
lications and magazines, and newspapers, 
and to produce creative writing for such 
publications; and two hours in Creative 
Writing. Too much emphasis cannot be 


placed upon a good English foundation 


for presenting God’s Word effectively. 
I judge you have noticed that it is the 
purpose of these English courses not 
only to teach English, but to present a 
Christian context for study. 

In addition to English, we offer cours- 
es in Speech. Freshmen receive Funda- 


mentals of Speech for two hours per 
week along with the English Grammar 
mentioned above, and Juniors receive 
two hours of Speech along with their 
English Composition. The Juniors and 
Seniors have opportunity to study Homi- 
letics for four hours each week. In the 
Junior year it is the aim of the Homiletics 
course to present proper outlines for 
sermons and to obtain the minimum es- 
sentials in the theory of preaching. Stu- 
dents are given the opportunity to preach 
before the class for suggestion and criti- 
cism. The Senior Class in Homiletics is 
helped to cultivate the art of developing 
truth in a sermon and with this in mind 
is helped to determine the most effective 
manner of conveying truth. 

Our school has a very poor Missions 
Department. We offer only four courses: 
4 units of History of Missions, 2 units of 
Missionary Hygiene, and 2 units of Nur- 
sing. If we had the funds available our 
school should offer, in addition to these 
four, as many as possible of the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. Missionary Approach to Non-Chris- 
tian Religions. 

2. Missionary Message of the Bible. 

3. Missionary Qualifications. 

4, Missionary Social Problems. 

5. Obstetries. 

6. Problems of Missionary Leadership.

I believe it is a calamity when we as- 
sume that all Bible School graduates will 
be pastors and evangelists in the United 
States and make no preparation for those 
who are willing and capable of risking 
their all in foreign lands for the Lord. 
Uncle Sam had each chaplain give ad- 
dresses warning troops aboard ships of 
the physical conditions in foreign lands 
and how they should conduct them- 
selves before people of foreign descent. 
Likewise it is our duty to prepare our 
Christian soldiers for success: in their 
ministry Overseas. ; 

Now may I acquaint you with the 
Department of Christian Education. 
Seven courses are outlined for Fresh- 
men, namely: : 

1. Orientation, a l-unit course to ac- 
quaint the new student with methods of 
study, use of library, school eee 
problems in ethics and discipline, the 
selection of courses to prepare for life 
work. 

2. Storytelling - a 2-unit course. 

3. Visual Education - a 2-unit course, 
using the flannel-board, object lessons, 
chalk talks, etc. The most approved mod- 
ern methods are used to present the gos- 
pel to children. 


4, Week Day Bible Classes, a 2-unit 
course, on how to promote, prepare for 
and conduct week day Bible classes. 

5. Vacation Bible Schools, a 1-unit 
course with emphasis on the Daily Va- 
cation Bible School. 

6. General Psychology, a 2-unit course 
designed to present victorious Christian 
living as the central theme. In this course 
the student is taught how to interpret 
life in terms of the inspired Word of God. 
and to answer the follies of those who 
reject God’s revelation. 

7. Psychology of Childhood, a 2-unit 
course in which the student studies the 
various stages of development of the 
mind, body and spiritual life of a child. 
Myer Perlman’s book is used as a text. 

Two courses are offered to Juniors: 

1. Psychology of Adolescence, a 2-unit 
course, dealing with development of be- 
haviour in the teen age and the teacher 
problems of this age. The text used in 
this course is Brook’s Psychology of Ado- 
lescence. 

2. Sunday School Administration, a 
2-unit course for Sunday School superin- 
tendents and teachers. We are using 
Benson’s Sunday School in Action as the 
text. 

Three courses offered for Seniors: 
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1. Christian Psychology, a 2-unit 
course in which psychology is presented 
from the Christian viewpoint, studying 
the mind, senses, reactions and behav- 
iour. 

2. Introduction to Philosophy, a 2-unit 
course. Our catalog describes it as giv- 
ing the essentials of historical pee 
osophy, origin of evil, determinism, facts, 
causes, experience, faith, happiness, nat- 
uralism, positivism, and the nature of 
self from a Christian viewpoint. 

3. Pedagogy, a 2-unit course, which 
purports to examine the underlying psy- 
chological principles of teaching as ap- 
plied to Christian Education. Methods 
of teaching are discussed and demon- 
strated through practice teaching as- 
signments. We are guided by Eavey’s 
book, Principles of Teaching for Chris- 
tian Teachers. 

All of the preceding subjects, as I have 
said before, are designed for either more 
effective study of the Bible or a more 
effective presentation of it. The only 
subjects from the above required of all 
graduates are the six courses in English. 
However, notice the emphasis placed on 
the Bible and Theology in the require- 
rnents of all graduates. Each graduate 
must have 22 units of Bible and 12 units 
of Theology as follows: 

Freshmen - 2 Bible courses, 1 Theology 
course. 

1. Old Testament, 6 units which follows 
Myer Pearlman’s Through the Bible Book 
by Book, Books 1 and 2. 

2. New Testament, 6 units which follow 
Pearlman’s Books 3 and 4. 

3. Personal Evangelism, a 2-unit course 
emphasizing personal soulwinning. It re- 
quires the memorization of Scripture to 
meet various classes of people with ref- 
erence to street meetings, evangelistic serv- 
ices, house to house visitation and altar 
work. Evan’s Book on Personal Soul Win- 
ning is used. 

Juniors - 4 courses in Bible and 2 in 
Theology: 

1. Prophecy, a 2-unit course and a thor- 
ough study of the life and times of Isaiah. 
The messianic portions are discussed in de- 
tail. 

2. Prophecy - a 2-unit course on the 
books of Jeremiah and Ezekiel. 

3. Epistles, a 2-unit course in Romans 
and Galatians. 

4, Epistles, a 2-unit course describing 
the occasion, purpose of writing and the 
content of Paul’s prison epistles: Colos- 
sians, Philemon, Ephesians and Philippians. 
I and II Timothy and Titus are also exam- 
ined. 

5. Doctrine, a 2-unit course describing 
the doctrines of God and Christ. The factors 
treated are attributes and nature of God 
and the deity of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

6. Doctrine, a 2-unit course concludes 
the study of the Godhead, with a study of 
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the Holy Spirit, and considers also the 
doctrines of man, angels and Satan. 

Seniors - 2 courses in Bible and 3 in 
Theology: 


1. Epistles, a 2-unit course, involving a 
detailed study of the fulfillment of “Old 


Testament types and institutions. in the 
person and work of Christ as seen in 
Hebrews. The General Epistles also are 
studied. A 

2. Epistles, a 2-unit course in the study 
of I and II Thessalonians and I and II 
Corinthians. 

3 Doctrine, a 2-unit course which des- 
cribes the doctrine of Salvation and its 
many benefits to the believer. Evan’s Great 
Doctrines of the Bible is used as a text. 

4. Doctrine, a 2-unit course, describing 
the Bible as the ultimate authority of the 
church and the infallible rule of faith. In 
the study of Last Things, an effort is made 
to discern the scriptural intimations of 
events to come and the life after death. 
Evan’s book is used as the text for this 
course also. 

5. Pentecostal Truths, a 2-unit course 
describing what we believe. Text, What 
Meaneth This? by Brumback. 


This concludes the general require- 
ments for anyone receiving a diploma 
from Glad Tidings Bible Institute. The 
main emphasis is upon the Bible, as you 
will note. Added to this general course, 
if one is to major in a special field, he 
must complete 24 units in the field 
chosen. For instance, a major in Theo- 
logy must have 54 units from the re- 
dite subjects given above and choose 
rom the following enough to make 24 
extra units.

Applied music courses available include

Glee Club, Men’s Glee Club, School 
Band, Orchestra, Instrumental or Vocal 
Ensembles, and Student Recitals. In ad- 
dition there are private lessons in piano, 
organ or other instrument, and vocal | 
instruction. There are also courses in — 
music theory as follows: 

1. Music Appreciation, 1 unit. 

2. Hymnology, 2 units. 

3. Rudiments of Music, 2 units. 

4, Conducting, 4 units.

PERU The Isensees 

(Brother and Sister Frank Isensee, Jr., 
have moved from Lima, where he has 
been helping in the Bible school, te Tru- 
jillo, in northern Peru.) 


For several years there has been a 
plea for a missionary to visit the interior 
of northern Peru, in the gigantic moun- 
tains. Leaving Trujillo by air, we jour- 
neyed far out to sea to clear an ocean 
of clouds which enveloped the jagged 
peaks of the Andes. After being in the 
‘air for an hour and ten minutes, we could 
look down and see a beautiful lagoon 
surrounded by rugged mountains. And 
we had to land between those peaks on 
a very short runway. We were told by 
the American pilot that if we didn’t make 
it the first time there would be no second 
chance. 

After bouncing some five times, we 
came to a jolting stop. As we stepped 
from the plane, we were met by a group 
of people, who knowing we were “evan- 
gelicos,” began to call for an open air 
meeting. So the Peruvian brother with 
me took out his concertina and I took up 
my baritone horn and we caused the still 
mountain air to vibrate with hymns of 
praise unto the Lord! We then went by 
truck for two hours to the village where 
we were to hold meetings. There we saw

in which services were held 
by the MacPhersons in Jamaica.

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the tears of conviction, surrender and 
rejoicing flow freely over coarse, cal- 
loused faces. 

From there we began the hardest lap 
of our journey as we left by muleback to 
reach our final destination. Fortunately 
the national brother was accustomed to 
this means of travel. But for me it was a 
new and difficult experience. You can 
imagine our delight, after twelve hours of 
riding over treacherous trails, to be able 
to look down and see the village nestled 
in the valley. As we neared the village 
feeling we could hardly go another step, 
a still greater thrill awaited us and 
caused tears of joy to flow as we heard 
the bell of the Catholic church ringing 
to announce our arrival. Usually such 
ringing is to call the folk together to 
drive the devils out of town, but not so 
here in this town. There are no Catholics 
there now; they are all sympathizers and 
believers. and are using the Catholic 
church for Pentecostal meetings! 

When we arrived I couldn’t walk, and 
the brethren had to help me to the house. 
This seemed to touch their hearts and 
draw a little tighter the cords of love that 
bound us in one accord as we stayed with 
them ten days. During those days we en- 
deavored to lay a firm foundation with 
sound doctrinal teaching, as these breth- 
ren have only recently become affiliated 
with the Pentecostal Assemblies of God. 
We held classes with the lay workers dur- 
ing the day and public services in the 
church at night. In the course of our 
journey there were some 30 souls who 
came to Jesus for the first time.

VENEZUELA The Dowdys 


(Brother Lowell Dowdy writes again 
to tell us more of their work.) 

Situated less than a “Chevie Speed- 
the-Light” hour from Barquisimeto is the 
town of Yaritagua. It is a thriving little 
agricultural center of more than 5000 
population without an evangelical 
church. For exactly one year your mis- 
sionaries have had a burden for this 
place, and last month God did something 
about the burden. 

Upon arriving in the town, we made 
inquiry at the corner drugstore as to the 
possibility of renting a front room in 
someone's home or of renting a hall. The 
druggist informed us that such a request 
could not possibly be fulfilled. Then he 
asked us for what purpose we desired to 
rent a place. Ordinarily this is the catchy 
question in Roman Latin America, but 
in this instance it was the cue, because 
uawittingly he referred us to a neigh- 
ber who he said was interested in the 
evangelio (gospel). 

When we saw the spacious house

Crusade, U. S. A. 

Throughout 1950, Protestantism would 
have its own Holy Year in America. Last 
week the 27-denomination Federal 
Counci! of Churches and 11 nonmember 
churches announced a “United Evange- 
listic Advance” would be launched, to 
reach every community in the nation. 

Beginning in October, for 15 months, 
the Advance schedules week-long revi- 
vals in local churches, preaching mis- 
sions and community-wide solicitations 
to “come to church.” Goal: a church af- 
filiation for each of America’s approxi- 
mately 47.4 million unchurched citizens. 
Red Pawns’ Move 

To conquer the minds of men com- 
pletely, Soviet Russia would soonor or 
later, have to conquer men’s churches. 
Last fortnight, from a report in Paris’ 
weekly Samedi-Soir, came a clue to one 
strategic Soviet approach to this prob- 
lem. 

According to Samedi-Soir, six Russian 
theological seminaries now are training 
3.000 students for infiltration into church- 
es throughout the world. 

Three of the seminaries were said to 
be training men for Catholic and Protes- 
tant countries. Two others are for Bud- 
dhists, Confucianists, Moslems and 
Brahmans; the sixth is for the heart of 
Judaism—Israel. 

Every Hour 

Americans are spending an average of 
$1,100,457.62 per hour for alcoholic bev- 
erages the year around, according to an 
analysis in the Federal Expenditure re- 
port. The hourly rate is obtained by 
dividing the 8,760 hours in a year into 
the $9,640,000,000 reported by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Commerce to 
have been spent by Americans last year 
for intoxicants. 

United Nations Chapel Report 
World Wide Prayer Room 

Here is a report of the Chapel of the 
United Nations. We quote: 

“The United Nations is to provide a 
nondenominational chapel in its new 
home, where men of all nations may 
pray. Here in this small room are the 
cathedral, the mosque, the synagogue, 
the temple and the parish chapel. With- 
in these four walls is the prayer room 
of the world. To this place let the white 
man and the black man, the Christian 
and the Jew, the yellow man and the 
brown man, the Hindu, the Moslem and 
the Buddhist — the men of all races and 
creeds — gather to hear the still small 
voice of whatever god they worship. 

“Here the representatives of all people 
shall come humbly and devoutly in their 
separate faiths and reach understandings 
that will save a stricken world.” 

“Here let all-men find that if there is 
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to be one world there must be one broth- 
erhood, one depth of devotion, one abid- 
ing confidence in a supreme being... . 
Here may no man forget that in every 
faith a man of any other faith may find 
the essence of his own faith. Make them 
to understand that if a man is not con- 
taminated in the use of another man’s 
council chamber . . . he can never be 
contaminated by the use of a common 
meeting place for meditation and prayer. 
Within these walls, may the United Na- 
tions see the universal altar and find 
the guidance, inspiration and wisdom 
without which there can be no lasting 
peace and no brotherhood of man. Here 
at last there is room in the inn.” 

The above shows us how truly the 
condition in Christendom has deterio- 
rated. They would claim that Christ and 
Belial are in harmony. 


Gospel Crop 


How well had Protestantism’s cease- 
less mission work paid off in the past 
quarter century? Last week the Interna- 
tional Missionary Council answered: In 
Latin America, Asia, the Near and Far 
East, Africa and the Pacific, the Protes- 
tant population had grown from 6.5 mil- 
lion to 25.8 million. (Only in nationalisti- 
cally Mohammedan Turkey was there a 
decline — from 15,283 to 2,900.) For the 
converts’ worship there are a total of 
141,169 mission-based churches and, now 
active, 192,987 mission workers. Only 
25,989 of these are clergymen. 
Jerusalem 

There is a great deal going on behind 


the scenes, in the tug-of-war between 


Russia and the Western powers, and Is- 
rael is a pawn in this game. A tricky 
question must be settled before the 
Western powers will vote for Israel’s en- 
try into the United Nations, whatever 
Russia does. That is the question of the 
control of Jerusalem. The West wants it 
internationalized as the holy city of three 
great faiths; the Jew wants to keep it 
under the control of Israel. The Jews can 
take it; they have won their war, and 
Jerusalem lies within their conquered 
territory. But they would be foolish to 
sacrifice the good will of the world just 
to hold one city, even Jerusalem. 

Israel has already offered to put the 
Old City under international control, but 
that doesn’t mean very much. There are 
two Jerusalems; the old city, within the 
old wails, with a population of 27,500, of 
which 2500 are Jews, and the New Jeru- 
salem, sprawling out into the suburbs 
and even the desert, with a population of 
103,000 Jews and 105,000 Arabs. The 
United Nations would put under inter- 
national control both old and new cities; 
this would afford free access to the holy 


shrines in the old city. 

Israel may be satisfied to hold only 
Old Jerusalem; the Arabs will not be sat- 
isfied with that, nor will the U. N. And 
Israel will not get into the U. N. until 
it is settled in such a ay as to make the 
majority of the nations in the U. N. 
happy about the whole thing.

They 
come from all parts of Europe. To quote 
from The Chosen People — “Silently, 
sullenly, desperately, these miserable ob- 
jects of Jew-hate can be seen trudging 
their way across these mountains, 
through those valleys, father, mother, a 
few children dragging in the rear, single 
file.
